Peace With Honor, or War?

(Chiacgo Tribune,)

It would be cowardice which would
abase the netion to mortgage the fu-
ture for the protection of the present,
but this s not what the United States
would do if it came to an agreement
with Cermany,

We hitvve demanded that Germany
comply with international law. Ger-
many has replied that her enemies do
not observe it and that consequently
she cannot. We know that Germany's
¢nemies do not observe the law and
have ddressed them on that subjeet,
but without great result. That Ger-
mnny suffers from it is no concern
of ours; thnt we suffer from it is.

Grent Britain's offense is the Ignor-
ng of rights which have trade signi-
ficonce. Cermany's offense involves
the killnig of Americans. In princi-
ple It I8 intolerable that elther bel-
ligerent should impose its policlies or
ts necessities upon us in violation of
luternationnal law. In fact, we have
found It more easy to tolerate the
bivitish practlees than weé have the
German because Great Britaln, al-
tilough offending our national diguity
iy slighting our rights, does a \am-
age which 18 subject to remedy in In-
Ui7idunl cases, whereas Germany does
an irremediable wrong when she kills
our cltizens.

Novertheless, if we are to stand for
Arineiples of international law our
yuarrel lles with Great Britain as well
as Germany. We do not think it hu-
miliating to negotlate compromises
with Great Britain. Shall we consider
it humiliting to ek compromises
with Germany? .

What we endeavor to do in the case
of Great DBritain is to obtain such
mitigations of the severity of the rules
agelust our commerce ns we may nnd
to get payment for material damage
done in the selgure of carpgoes from
the United States to neutrul or Ger-
man poris,

We have not addressed o note to
Great Britain stating that the rizht
of the United States to ' unobridged

ed and that we shalll hold Great
Oritain to strict accoumtability for
any interruption of it. We have not
told the British government that we
shall not omit any word or deed to

ports in the absence of a close cordon
blocknde such as International law
recnanizes as the only effective bloek-

8.
The point is that the government

has found a compromise which pre
vents trouble with Great Britain, We
think that this was wise, and we hope
[Imt as negotiations proceed It will
he found posggible to remove causes

f controversy. We ehave not asked
or war with Great BHritain to sustain
our rights. We have recognized that
new fetors have entered into control
of the sea and they cannot be sget aslde
ecademically.

The further point, then, 18 that we
must be prepared to deal with Ger-
many in the same splirit. What we
demand of Germeny is protection of
our natlonal interests. The truth is
that Germany’s offer is a more com-
plete recoganition of our rights than
Great Britain has seen possible to
offer,

The truth ls lost sight of becaus?
Germany's offense s that of killlng
our citlzens, whereas Great Britain’s
is merely that' of interupting the
course of our commerce. But Ger-
many offers terms which will Insure
the safe passage of any American who
wighes to go to Europe and Great
Britain does ‘not/remove its restric-
tlons upon ouritrade, .. .

1f the Germdahs said that thelr nee-
essities;dld not permyiy:them to con-
slder tle safety of our citizens wo
should Hlave another case . against
them, and it might justify war,  Even
if the issue were in this aggravated
form we %now that & number of
Americans would belleve it the duty
of our people to keep out of the pro-
scribed sea zones where travel is un-
safe and not t jonvolve the country
'n war to protect them.

That would be coming close to
pueillanimity, but we are not required
to make such a choice. An agree-
ment can be. reached with Germany
which will give Americans safe con-
duct, and 4t need not be a part of the
principles of German submarine war-
fare. We do not need to mortgage the
future for present security. All we
have to do 1s Lo accept present condi-
tions, keep whtever opinlon we wish
to hold regarding the violations of
Inw and humanity, and preserve not
all our rights but a practical working
application of hem, ]

If we try to reach an agreement we
may be ble to obtaln further conces-
swns and reach a fair compromise,
but there is no sign whatever that
we can obtaln such a recognition of
fea law as we have demanded. ‘TFhe
quertion, then, is whether we are try-
ing to preserve peace honorably or
to seck war,
